Wife Beaters. 

Senator Stewart has immortalized 
himself with the women of Nevada by 
introducing a bill last Monday to pre- 
vent cruelty to women. It provides 
that woman beaters shall be tied to 
a stone post erected for the purpose, 
and wear a placard on their breasts 
marked “woman beater” or “wife 
beater,” as the case may be, and that 
said woman beaters shall be further 
punished by fine and imprisonment. 
A man 55 years old should not be al- 
lowed by law to advertise himself in 
such a public manner as u candidate 
for matrimony. That white-haired, 
frisky, neat little old bachelor, Phil. 
Roach, when he got into the Califor- 
nia Senate, introduced a bill to have 
wife beaters whipped. But several 
married judges, plainly seeing that a 
direct blow at domestic control would 
never do, at once decided the law un- 
constitutional. If Stewart’s bill should 
ever become a law who would execute 
it? All married Sheriffs would be 
exceedingly loth to tie a poor fellow 
up to a stone post and placard him 
“wife beater,” simply because he 
whipped his wife a little to keep her 
under proper control and obedient to 
his own just will. We predict defeat 
to the bill for most of the legislators 
are married men. The bill, provided 
it became a law, would no doubt be 
just, but probably unconstitutional 
fines and imprisonment are the law’s 
provisions for its violation. A neigh- 
borhood of ladies should treat wife 
beaters to a coat of tar and feathers, 
and then let the law fine and im- 
prison.
